The Silver War Nickels

When is nickle more precious 
than silver? The answer; when 
-. wartime needs are such that they 
























eliminate costs as a factor and 
demand the more common metal. 
World War II was such a 
period and from 1942 to 1945 the 
Defense requirements demanded 
all nickel. The obvious answer for 
this rugged metal lay in our stock- 
pile destined for coins. Some sub- 
stitute would have to be used. 
The price of silver during 1942 
was only 71 cents per ounce and 
it was not under intense demand 
in those pre-missile days. It seem- 
ed to be the answer to our coin- 
age problem, and despite objec- 
tions of Congressman Dewey of 
Illinois, was recommended. 
The original war nickel was to 
contain 50 per cent silver and 50 
per cent copper. The mint of

Numismatics of Our 50th 
‘State — Hawaii 

Since the admission of Hawaii 
to Statehood, a tremendous surge 
of interest has taken place in 
every phase of Hawaiian numis- 
matics, including coins, tokens, 
and paper money. 

Very few coins were issued for 
the Kingdom of Hawaii, the first 
being in 1847, a copper one cent 


piece bearing the head of Ka- 


mehameha III. The cents are all 
dated 1847 and are quite scarce. 
A hundred thousand of these 
pieces were coined, but many were 
not accepted by the superstitious 
natives and hundreds of pieces 
were thrown into the sea to dis- 
appear forever. 

It is becoming more and more 
difficult to obtain these coins in 
nice condition. Dealers stocks of 
this coin are very weak, even the 
ones who try to carry a complete 
line of Hawaiian coins, and being 
a type coin, there is no doubt 
that this coin will have a steady 
increase in value over the years. 

-A souvenir copy of these cents 
has been made in recent years, 
which was sold on the Island, but

The 1883 Series 

The most famous issue of Ha- 
waiian coins is the series of 1883. 
These were issued in the follow- 
ing denominations: 

Ten cents or one dime; % dol- 
lar, 1 dollar. And were coined at 
the San Francisco Mint. 

- The engraver was the world 
famous Charles Barber, engraver 
of the Philadelphia Mint. His ex- 
cellent workmanship made these 
coins extremely attractive and 


-much sought after. 


One-half million pieces of the 
1 dollar-and 1 dollar were 
struck; 700,000 of the % dollars, 
and 250,000 of the dimes. 

The great majority of the dol- 
lars were withdrawn from circu- 
lation and melted, leaving ap- 
proximately ten percent of the 
issue outstanding. 

Many of these beautiful pieces 
found their way into various 
forms of jewelry and many were 
holed for use in bracelets. All-of 
the pieces, except for the 4 dol- 
lar, are very difficult to obtain 
in Uncirculated condition. A 
hoard of 14 dollars came to light, 
so that for the time being, they 
are obtainable in nice Uncirculat- 
ed condition. 


Some dealers who stock Ha- , 


Waiian coins offer the four sil- 
yer pieces by the set and in most 
cases, this is the least expensive 
way to purchase them. 
There are a few dealers in the

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loy would resist wear, if it would 
work in vending machines and 
if the public would accept the 
coins. The latter problem was 
miniscule as any silver coin is 
usually perferred to a non silver 
one. So that all vending machines 
in use would be sure to accept 
the coins. electrolic maganese, 
not a critical war material, was 
included in the alloy. Because 
many merchants would find the 
50 percent silver coins a tempting 
source for cheap jewelry supply, 
the content was ordered reduced. 
The new alloy contained 35 per 
cent silver, 9 percent manganese 


_ and 56 percent copper. At the .71 
# per ounce price it was very un- 


profitable to melt those coins for 
their content. 


But times have changed and 


_ silver has regained its rightful 


place in our economy. Today 20 
of those wartime issues are worth 
no less than 1.44 if they were 
melted for their content. Natur- 
ally this would be completely im- 
practical for the holder of small 
quantities as the smelting costs 
would eliminate any profit. A 
number of silver buyers have been 
accumulating these coins and in 
bags containing $200 worth at a 
time, they have been carting them 
off to the fiery furnace. Net pro- 
fit per sale varies depending on 
the cost of gathering that many 
coins unless the numbers are tre- 
mendous and the cost of gathering 
that many coins, unless the num- 
bers are tremendous and the cost 
close to face, little gain is at- 


tained. 
Silver wartime nickels are 
easily recognized by their very 


dark surfaces. They are identifi- 
able by the large mintmark 
placed over the building Monticel- 
lo on the reverse. This placement 
was to identify the change in 
content and it also marked the 
only time that the Philadelphia 
Mint was listed under the P mark 
rather than the absence of any 
mintmark. 

The silver purchase acts of 
1934 and 1939 specified that all 
silver. mined would be sold _ to 
the Treasury at $1.29 per ounce. 
One joker in the act is that it 
limited the amount of purchase- 
able as “up to one fourth” of 
our monetary stocks. If the act 
had stated at least one fourth of 
our monetary stock must be in 
silver, no shortage would exist. .... 

Practically every collector has 
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lige the collector. They do not try 
to flcod the market or overpro- 
duce coins for collectors. The dies’ 
are destroyed after the coins and 
medals are struck so you know 
that there will never be any of 
the old coins restruck. 


The Market 

As we mentioned last week, 
this is definitely a buyers mar- 
ket, and we have noticed that 
there is a lot of uncirculated voll 
the various teletype systems. 
Many people say that the uncir- 
culated roll business is dead, per- 
haps it isn’t as active as it was, 
but there is still a lot of business 
going on. Of course the prices are 
not in demand at any price, even 
a fraction over face value, but 
the key and semi-key rolls in all 
series are being bought and sold 
daily. We must conclude then 


that there is still a coin market 


even though many items are de- 
pressed. The release of the new 
clad quarters a few weeks ago 
hasn’t seemed to have any effect 
on the ccin business, but we be- 
lieve that when the new half dol- 
_lars finally get released that there 
will be some action. If the Mints 
can produce Kennedy half ‘dol- 
lavs faster than the average pub- 
lic can hoard them, we will «fin- 
ally have some new half dollars 
in. cireulaticn. One of the rarest 
coins in circulated condition to- 
day is a 1964 Kennedy half dol- 
lar.

Some Interesting Sidelights 
On Mexican Copper Coins 


By Joseph C. Wozniak 


The Mexican people have al- 
ways possessed skill and creative 
art. Most of you have probably 
seen Mexican jewelry made of 
silver, gold, and copper. 

Now, one of the little known 
facts concerning coins and Mex- 
ico numismatics is that millions 
of costume jewelry bracelets 
have been made with the copper 
or brass one centavo piece. On 
my first trip to the Mexican bor- 
der in 1946, I purchased these 
bracelets as gifts. Most of the 
bracelets had fifteen or twenty 
coins soldered together — and 
some of the dates that went into 
these bracelets are worth from 
$2.00 to $10.00 today, for their 
numismatic value. Sometimes the 
copper coins would be gold or 
silver-plated, and would really 
look like a very expensive piece 


of gold or silver — and all this 
for one U. S. dollar. 


Another interesting and _his- 
torical note on the copper one 
centavo. 


When we went to war in 1941, 
we had many serious problems 
of supply — particularly with 
different kinds of metal. By 1943 
and 1944, we had a_= serious 
shortage of copper. Somehow, 
with the help of our good neigh- 
bor to the South, there were 
many carloads of Mexican cop- 
per coins shipped to a mexican 
border town called Naco. Naco 
is a town that has a railroad 
spur line entering the United 
States. Two cities on that spur 
line, in the United States, are 
Bisbee and Douglas — in Arizo- 
na. Bisbee and Douglas lie in one 
of the largest copper producing 
areas in the United States, and

I, personally, checked out these 
facts, as they have a numismatic 
and historical interest. How 
many millions of Mexican copper 
coins were melted down? ? 1 
centavo - 2 centavo - 5 centavo 
10 - centavo - 20 centavo Old 
Alamos - Oaxaca - Hermosillo 
large cents? - ? 

These facts. reflect on why 
some of the Mexican copper 
denomination coins — 1 cent, 2 
cent, 5 cent, 10 cent, 20 cent are 
at a premium. Strickly uncirulat- 
ed copper coins of Mexico prior 
to 1946 are very hard to find.
